I would not argue that because tho pickaninnies 
take no scientific care oC their teeth, never brush 
their teeth, and keep their teeth constantly sunk in 
sujrar. that this is the way to develop and pivservo 
pood teeth. But1 I do think we* should take with 
a grain of salt tho notion of som§ dentists and doc- 
tors that sweets or sugar or candy must be withheld 
or very sparingly allowed iiv the diet of the child 
if the teeth are to be preserved. 


In the su.car cane there is something good for 


teeth, Wood and muscle, something that the refiners 
carefully remove from the sugar, mineral-matter. 
The old time crude brown sugar contained about 200 
times as much mineral matter as our modern re- 
fined wlm" sugar contains. Perhaps it is the ab- 
sence of the mineral elements, and not the sugar, 
that explain? the nutritional defects of some chil- 
dren who have too much candy and sweets. 


It is difficult to find old fashioned brown sugar 


in the stores nowadays. 
Molasses is a rare good 


food for Httle ones, too, especially for little ones who 
play fast and hard as regular kids should. Brown 
bread and molasses makes an enersizinjc combina- 
tion which is second to just one other combination 
for youngsters, and that is brown bread and butter 
and mo'assfp.

Many advantages for the 
new container

used wooden barrel are claimed by 
the writer. 
The paper barrels are 


light, cheap, unbreakable and adapt- 
able to odd requirements. 


They are made, explains the article, 


by winding many thicknesses of a 
cheap grade of paper on a 
drum 


model and gluing tho layers together. 


"It takes but one minute to make 


an ordinary barrel and but slightly 
more to produce odd-shaped barrels. 


"Water-glass, otherwise known ns 


silicate of soda, is the 
adhesive in 


commonest use. 
It sets rapidly so 


that the barrels can be used within a. 
short time after thnir manufacture, 
no period of seasoning or drying being 
necessary." 


"A wooden head is usually supplied 


for the?e barrel^, although steel heads, 
with a flange which fits into the bar- 
rel, are also extensively used. 
The 


finished barrel is light, strong, and 
perfectly tight. 


"The possibilities of use 
of 
the 


paper barrel are far greater than for 
tho wooden barrel, which cannot be 
formed into the variety of shapes 
that are possible with the paper form.

Care Needed 


To Make 'Good 


Yeast Dough 


To make good rolls and other yeast- 


dough mixtures depends, first, upon 
using none but the best ingredients, 
particularly yeast and flour, a'nd, sec- 
rfiuTT upon having 
Ingredients 
and 


utensils warm enough to prevent any 
possibility of chilling. Milks instead 
of water may be used for rolls; how- 
ever, the texture will be less fluffy 
although the food value will be some- 
what increased. 
If milk is used it 


should be scalded and allowed to cool. 
Fat should be softened. Too much 
flour must not be used with these 
yeast mixtures. The dough must be 
soft and only firm enough to handle. 


In kneading the 
dough 
sprinkle 


just enough flour on the 
board 
to 


prevent the mixture from sticking to 
it. Knead'until the dough is smooth, 
elastic and does not 
stick to 
the 


hands. This particular stage may be 
recognized by the light way in which 
the dough springs from the touch and 
by the distinct squeak of the breaking 
air bubbles. 
When 
this 
point 
is 


reached place the dough at once in 
.1. welh warmed, greased bowl, brush 
over the top with melted fat and cov- 
er the bowl with a cloth. Keep the 
dough at a uniformly warm tempera- 
ture while rising. 
(Placing it in a 


pan of warm water is the quickest 
.and easiest method of doing this, as 
additional hot water may be added as 
1he water in the pan cools.) 
Allow 


the dough to rlsf only until it doubles 
in bulk. This is a simple measure of 
the time when the dough is ready 
for each succeeding stage process.—
